Tis this Sa- 
crilegions Injunction which gives their Do- 
Qrin a deep tincture of Idolatry, which can 
never be weſh'd out. 1 am not ignorant, 
that a few Writers of our own Church, have 
ſtrain'd their Charity, and extended their 
Moderation ſo far, as almoſt to acquit the 
Fomani is of Idolatry in this matter: But 
that miſtaken Charity, which put upon their 
Judgments, 1s neither authoriz'd nor-counte. 
nanced by our Church. The Reaſon is clear, 
The Romanifts Proſtrate, Invocate, offer In. 
cenſe, pay all imaginable Homage, internal 
and external Adoration, to that which in 
reality is bare Bread and Wine, [as to any phy- 
ſical Excellency] to meer Creatures, and in 
them the higheſt Veneration terminates. In 
vain do they alledge, that they are fully per- 
ſwaded that 9 80 Chriſt, who is God, is 
there Perſona 
they direct their Adorations, for no pious 


Intention whatſoever can rectify the Obli - 


quity of a Criminal Action. After this rate, 
many Pagans, who worſhip'd the Sun for a 
God, might make the ſame Plea; and the 
Iſtaelites, who adored the Golden Calf as an 
Emblem of the Deity, might alſo find a juſti- 
fable Excuſe. For we can't conceive, that 
the Prieſts and others among them, were fo 
enſeleſly ſtupid as to believe, that the very

ly preſent, and to Him alone 
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hut regarded this Caf as a Symbol and Em- 
blem of that great G O D, wha had done ſuch 
Mighty Wonders in favour of chem: And 
jet GOD's Indignation almoſt conſum d them, 
with all their pious Intentions. 

To preſs the Argument more cloſe; the 
Romanift's Intention is to Adore the Sacra- 
ment, to Worſhip that which the Prieſt holds 
in his Hands, which he elevates immediately 
after the Conſecration. This we have prov'd 
tobe a meer Creature, wherein GOD is no 
more particularly or perſonally preſent, than 
in the Planets, and ſo not here the Object of 
Adoration, conſequently that Sovereign Wor- 
ſhip there given to the Sacrament, terminates 
in a Creature, which is the very Notion of 
Idolatry in a ſtrict Senſe.
